When Mr. Marshall, the 


banana man would get a carload 
shipped in, and we all went to the 
railroad side track to get 'em. 
Ice, too, was shipped in to A.P. 
Dykes storage warehouse (in 
sawdust) where you got a 
nickel's worth—carried by a 
string—the first time I ever 
drank ice tea. His ice storage 
was under the old Opera House 
where Andy Andrews A-l place 
now is. Also under the Opera 
House was Wm. Josey's saloon. 
We had more saloons than 
churches—one—Mr. Cannady's 
where Vic Cobb's store is now, 
one where Martindale Clinic is, 
and two of the drug stores had 
saloons in back of drugs- 
Gibson's and Ward and Key 
(where Herbert Burns now is). 


We had no bootleggers as such, 


but many moonshine stills—still 
have them. Later liquor was 
voted out of Hempstead County, 
and the saloon at Fulton just 
moved across Red River to 
Miller County, under those tall 
cottonwood trees. Negroes ran 
boats from Fulton across the 
River at 10 cents each. There 
was a ferry there, too, 25c per 
wagon and team, and lOc for a 
man or horse and buggy. Some 
tramp asked a man with a wagon 
to let htm ride over. The owner

More Opposition to a 
Freight Rate Increase 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Rep- 


resentatives of several Arkan- 
sas industries joined together 
Tuesday to oppose an increase 
of 12 per cent in freight rates 
on interstate shipments that 
railroads are seeking from the 
state Transportation Commis- 
sion. 


Spokesmen for the poultry in- 


dustry, rice and soybean pro- 
cessors, wood products industry 
and the aluminum industry 
spoke out against the proposed 
rate increase. They said the in- 
crease would aggravate a com- 
petitive disadvantage with other 
states that these industries al- 
ready-face because of interstate 


said. "Ain't you got a dime?" rate disPari"es created by the

the rate increase, cited rising 
costs of materials and labor. 
There were no breakdowns of 
the costs of interstate hauls, but 
the railroad officials said all 
categories of traffic should bear 
their share of the increased 
costs.

Bingham 29, a Yale-educated 


grandson of a former Con- 
necticut governor and son of a 
well-to-do Salem, Conn., family, 
disappeared just after 6 p.m. 
last Aug. 21. 


About 2 p.m. that day, the

9-millimeter automatic pistol to 
convict George Jackson during a 
visit at San Quentin. 


Less than 40 minutes after 


Bingham left the prison, Jack- 
son and five other men were 
dead. 


Guards shot Jackson, one of 


the "Soledad Brothers," saying 
he was trying to escape over a 
wall. In and near Jackson's cell 
were found the bodies of three 
guards and two inmates. Six 
convicts face murder charges 
in these deaths. 


Bingham is accused as an ac- 


complice and is charged with 
five counts of murder. 


HONG KONG (AP) — North 


Vietnam appeared 
today to 


harden its terms for the release 
of U.S. prisoners. 


Hanoi said the United States 


must abandon its policy of Viet- 
namizing the war to obtain the 
prisoners' freedom. 


An end to Vietnamization has 


always been implicit among 
Communist demands for a final 
solution in Vietnam. But this is 
the first time it has linked it 
with the prisoner issue. 


Previously, the Communists 


at the Paris peace talks had 
linked a timetable for a U.S. 
forces withdrawal to the over- 
throw of President Nguyen Van 
Thieu of South Vietnam. 


An end to Vietnamization, the 


process of training South Viet- 
namese forces so South Viet- 


nam can defend itself, would, 
at this stage probably mean the 
fall of Thieu. President Nixon 
repeatedly has emphasized the 
importance of Vietnamization 
to his withdrawal plans. 


Radio Hanoi, in a Vietnam- 


ese-language broadcast, said 
the "only way for (President) 
Nixon to get the U.S. prisoners 
of war back to their families' is 
to follow "two basic points: 


"1. Completely end the war 


of aggression in Vietnam and 
withdraw all its troops from 
Vietnam, and 


"2. Completely end the Viet- 


namization policy of continuing 
the war." 


The broadcast said the Viet- 


namization policy was a "plot 
to withdraw U.S. troops but 
still continue the war of Ameri- 


can 
aggression 
by 
puppet 


forces under U.S. direction and 
with U.S. support and sup- 
plies." 


Reiterating that the Vietnam- 


ization program is a contin- 
uation of the U.S. war, Radio 
Hanoi continued: 


"Once again we directly tell 


Nixon that as long as the U.S. 
still stubbornly prolongs the 
war, the more U.S. troops will 
continue to die in vain and the 
longer the men caught red- 
handed while creating crimes 
will be kept from reuniting with 
their families. 


Whether the U.S. prisoners

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


Edmund S. Muskie, coy no 
more, has begun his declared 
campaign for the White House, 
summoning Americans to "a 
new beginning" while a top Re- 
publican accused him of "bad- 
mouthing the United States." 


The Maine Democrat formal- 


ly announced his candidacy- 
obvious for a year—on $30,000 
worth of nationwide television 
time Tuesday night. 


"I am seeking the presidency 


not merely to change presi- 
dents, but to change the coun- 
try," Muskie said in his 10-min- 
ute announcement. "I intend to 
lead—to ask you to 
make 


America what it was to Abra- 
ham Lincoln—'the last best 
hope of mankind.' 


"Ultimately, of course, what 


is at stake is your future," he 
said. "I am not telling you that 
I can guarantee the best of all 
possible worlds. All I am ask- 
ing is that we pledge a new be 
ginning." 


Muskie did not mention his 


Democratic rivals, and he said 
"it would be foolish to blame 
all the nation's ills on the 
present administration." 


But he said if President Nix- 


on's administration "had been 
candid with the country, if they 
had been straightforward, we 


could have done far more than 
we have. 


Republican National Chair- 


man Robert J. Dole said Mus- 
kie seeks to win in 1972 by 
"stirring fear, exploiting divi- 
siveness and condemning the 
good, all the while pretending 
that America's weaknesses and 
problems are President Nixon's 
and not his own." 


Muskie recorded his an- 


nouncement Monday at his chil- 
ly summer home in Kennebunk 
Beach, Maine. It was followed 
by a brief, televised appeal for 
campaign contributions, to help 
pay for a race that already has 
cost well over $1 million. 


It is a campaign that has tak- 


en Muakie to 34 i-t- stncela- 
bor Day as an unannounced 
contender. 


Muskie has gained endorse- 


ments from some key party 
leaders, but his candidacy will 
face its crucial test in the 
primary elections ahead. 


After a news conference to- 


day in Washington and a fund- 
raising dinner in New York 
tonight, he heads for New 
Hampshire to file candidacy for 
a March 7 leadoff primary in 
his native New England. 


In New Hampshire Tuesday, 


former Massachusetts Gov. En- 
dicott Peabody made known his 
aspirations by filing petitions 
for the Democratic nomination 


for vice president. 


"It is constitutionally the sec- 


ond most important post in the 
land, Peabody said. "The vice 
president should be selected by 
the people ... (not) in a back, 
smoke-filled room." 


Rep. Paul McCloskey contin- 


ued his campaign through the 
state, talking to high schoolers 
in Franklin, N.H., where he 
told one student he would wel- 
come Sen. Edward Brooke, R- 
Mass., on a national ticket as 
either vice president or presi- 
dent. 


In Florida, where the pri- 


mary will be held March 14, 
Sen. Hubert H Humphrey's 
spokesman said the fanner vice 
president will file for candidacy 
next Monday. 


Fellow Democratic 
hopeful 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson stum- 
ped across northern Florida 
saying a vote for Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace would amount 
to a vote for Nixon. The area 
went heavily for Wallace in 
1968. 


Wallace is not announced fdr 


the 
Florida 
campaign, but 


Jackson said he was sure Wal- 
lace would be running and he 
told newsmen in Tallahassee, 
at the start of a three-day 
swing toward Penaacola, voters 
would be "wasting" their bal- 
lots on a vote for Wallace. 


Pay Board Hit by Indecision

"If only I had known" is a 


phrase many a young mother 
murmurs when she learns that 
her baby's birth defects were 
caused by rubella (German 
measles)—a disease she caught 
in the early months of her 
pregnancy and may not have 
been aware of it. The National 
Foundation-March of Dimes, 
whose goal is the prevention 
of birth defects, has launched 
education programs to in- 
crease public and professional 
understanding of the urgent 
need for mass vaccination of 
children against German j 
measles. 


In the near future there will 


simply be no excuse for not 
having all children from ages 
1 to 12 vaccinated either at 
school clinics, public health 
departments or by one's 
own doctor. The vaccination 
should be as automatic as 
immunization against small- 
pox, diphtheria, measles and 
polio. Some parents, unfor- 
tunately, think that a vac- 
cination against regular mea- 
sles also protects against ru- 
bella. It does not because 
German measles and regular 
measles are two distinct dis- 
eases. In the epidemic of Ger- 
man measles in 1964-65, some 
50,000 babies throughout the 
country were handicapped or 
destroyed. This figure in- 
cludes about 30,000 fetal 
deaths and 20,000 live-born 
babies who were born with 
blindness, deafness, heart de- 
fects and mental retardation.

Public Concern Vital 


Small children, between 


kindergarten and second 
grade, are the most likely car- 
riers of the disease. They can 
transmit it easily to their 
mothers or the mothers of 
their friends. If these children 
are immunized against ru- 
bella, they will not be able to 
pass it on to women of child- 
bearing age. 


The most inaccessible part 


of the population which must 
be vaccinated against rubella 
is also highly vulnerable- 
preschool children. 
Others 


not yet vaccinated include 
many school-age children in 
rural areas and in ghettos. 


The effectiveness of the 


vaccine is suggested by the 
number of reported cases cf 
rubella in the first six months 
of 1971. It is 25 per cent less 
than in the same period in 
1970. Instead of this decrease, 
an increase had been ex- 
pected. This preliminary in- 
dication of vaccine effective- 
ness provides hope that the 
vaccine can head off or blunt 
the next epidemic which 
could come as early as ,1972. 


We would like to be able to 


say "when and if," but it is 
too early to justify such op- 
timism. Rubella cannot be 
totally wiped out unless the 
hard-to-reach preschoolers 
and others missed so far are 
vaccinated. Ultimately we 
hope to achieve what is called 
"herd immunity," which 
means that the number of sus- 
ceptible persons is reduced 
below the level necessary for 
transmission of rubella. 


Hard to leach 


In the first two years of 


availability of the vaccine, 
more than 22 million doses of 
rubella vaccine have been ad- 
ministered in public pro- 
grams. This represents 48 per 
cent of the target population 
which numbers 47 million 
children aged 1 through 12. It 
is estimated that an addi- 
tional 4 million doses have 
been given by private physi- 
cians. Thus, approximately 
55 per cent of the target pop- 
ulation has been vaccinated— 
a signal achievement but far 
less than the level required to 
wipe out the disease. 


There is a great need for 


public awareness about the 
life-saving benefits of the 


rubella vaccine, and for pub- 
lic action. Tb encourage max- 
imum use of the vaccine, 
March of Dimes chapters are 
working closely on educa- 
tional projects with local 
health departments and med- 
ical societies and are assisting 
in many ways to organize and 
conduct vaccination clinics.

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U.S., Brazil Trying to 
Contain Fishing War

BRASILIA 
(AP) - The 


United States and Brazil are 
operating a hot line and taking 
other steps to prevent the fish- 
ing war on the west coast of 
Smith America from spreading 
east. 


The 
communications 
link 


gives Brazilian officials rapid 
access to U.S. officials in Bra- 
zil, and they in turn can report 
instantly to Washington. 


At the same time—despite 


public denials—the two govern- 
ments are looking the other 
way when potential incidents 
arise. 


The tacit agreement reflects 


U.S. and Brazilian desire not to 
let stray fishing boats or occa- 
sional passage by U.S. war- 
ships and planes disturb one of 
the most solid alliances the 
United States has in Latin 
America. 


It contrasts with the strained 


relations the United States has 
on the Pacific coast with Ecua- 
dor and Peru, which have re- 
sumed seizing U.S. tuna boats 
with the start of the fishing 
season. 


The understanding, as it is 


described by some U.S. offi- 
cials, emerged from a deadlock 
between Brazil and the United 
States in fishing talks last year. 


The United States, which rec- 


ognizes a territorial limit of only 
12 miles for fishing, has refused 
to give in to Brazil's insistence 
on the 200-mile jurisdiction that 
Ecuador and Peru also claim. 
More talks are scheduled be- 
fore the start of the shrimp and 
lobster fishing season in March. 


U.S. officials appear optimis- 


tic about reaching an agree- 
ment that will avoid reference 
to the 200-mile limit and men- 
tion only "conservation" as- 
pects of fishing control. Brazil 
has said it "will not move one 
centimeter" in its demands for 


recognition of the limit, but last 
year Brazil and several other 
nations agreed on temporary 
shrimping arrangements using 
the conservation approach. 


Since the stalemate, the 


United States and Brazil have 
been doing their best to avoid 
incidents. 


One Florida boat claimed the 


Brazilian navy shot at it and 
chased it out of the 200-mile 
zone, but there was much con- 
fusion surrounding the incident 
and it was never clear what 
really happened. 


Later, according to fishing in- 


dustry sources, U.S. shrimpers 
began studying ways to avoid 
casting in the area, especially 
in large numbers. There have 
been none of the confrontations 
which have cost the U.S. tuna 
industry more than $3 million 
in fines for operating in waters 
claimed by other Latin-Ameri- 
can nations.

The HEW report blamed "hon- 


est mistakes," and Weems said 
that his remarks did not intend 
to reflect on "actual case work- 
ers who are trying to do a good 
job." 


"The problem lies in attempt- 


ing to communicate these prob- 
lems to officials in Little Rock, 
Dallas, and Washington who 
spend their time writing memos 
to each other and who seem 
never to have time to come out 
into the field and deal with the 
day to day situations we face," 
Weems said.

You and Internal Revenue 
Service might not always 
agree on who is your de- 
pendent. 


But you had better come to 


learn the IRS rules. This is 
one case where ties do not 
end in a 50-50 split. You al- 
ways lose. 


Consider these examples: 
Sally, y o u r 18-year-old 


daughter, didn't earn a dime 
last year. She graduated 
from high school in June. 
You clothed her, you fur- 
nished her housing. She re- 
ceived a steady allowance 
from you. When she was 
married in Christmas week 
you paid all the wedding ex- 
penses. Can you claim her 
as a dependent? 


Not if she files a joint re- 


turn with her new husband, 
you can't. For that one week 
of marriage he is entitled to 
file a joint return with Sally 
and claim a $675 personal ex- 
emption for her. 


How about your 21-year-old 


son, Tom? He was away at 


'. college. You paid his tuition, 


board, lab fees, furnished his 
clothing and transportation 
expenses. Tom graduated in 
June and secured a good job. 
He continued to live at home 
and made a modest contribu- 
tion of $15 a week from his 
income. Surely, he was a de- 
pendent, you argue. 


Don't be too sure. You 


could lose out again. Tom's 
case requires further infor- 
mation. What did he earn 
after graduating? And how 
much of his earnings did he 
spend in his own support? 
His $15 weekly contribution 
to home is not pertinent. 


If, for example, Tom 
earned $5,000 in those 6V4 
months after graduation and 
spent it all, he contributed 
$5,000 toward his own sup- 
port. Your contributions to- 
ward Tom's support must 
have exceeded his own $5,000 
before you could claim him 
as a dependent. 


The hang-up here is the re-

Check with your bank or 
savings and loan on the ad- 
visability of l i s t i n g the 
youngster's Social Security 
number. This interest could 
then become tax-free, since 
the child need file no return

If your older children have

Denies Donating 
to Hughes Corp. 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Eu- 


gene C. Fitzhugh of Little Rock, 
attorney for Hughes Develop- 
ment Corp., produced an affida- 
vit Tuesday in which one Curtis 
Washington of Pine Bluff stated 
that he had given no money to 
the firm's president, Richard J. 
Hughes of Little Rock, the Ar- 
kansas Gazette reported today. 


The affidavit followed by one 


day the announcement by Cur- 
tis Washington of Pine Bluff, 
treasurer of the Arkansas Chap- 
ter of the National Business 
League, that the NBL had re- 
ceived a $100,000 gift toward the 
$600,000 purchase of a super- 
market building and surround- 
ing plot owned by Hughes at 
Forrest City. 


The Gazette said that in mak- 


ing the announcement Monday, 
Washington said the $100,000 
had been turned over to Hughes 
when the two signed an option 
agreement last week. 


Washington did not identify 


the donor of the $100,000. The 
NBL is a black organization 
aimed at encouraging minority 
business development. Hughes 
has been unavailable for com- 
ment. Fitzhugh said neither 
Hughes nor Washington had an 
attorney present when the option 
agreement was signed, the Ga- 
zette reported. 


The article quoted Fitzhugh as 


saying that the agreement was 
void because the property in 
question is in receivership. 


However, the article continued, 


Washington was contacted by 
telephone at his office Tuesday 
afternoon and asked about the 
affidavit. He said he had not 
signed the affidavit, the Gazette 
reported. 


Fitzhugh said he had prepared 


the affidavit and had given it 
to Hughes so that Hughes could 
contact Washington about it, the 
Gazette said. 


The newspaper reported that 


the affidavit bore the name 
Curtis Washington. 


The affidavit was notarized by 


E. Wayne Barrentine, who said 
it was signed in the presence of 
a white man by a black man 
who wrote the name, "Curtis 
Washington." Barrentine said 
the white man did not identify 
himself. 


The affidavit said: "I, Curtis 


Washington of Pine Bluff, Ar- 
kansas, hereby state under oath 
that I have not delivered to 
Richard J. Hughes of Hughes 
Development Corporation any 
monies whatsoever, personally 
or on behalf of the Arkansas 
Chapter of the National Busi- 
ness League; and, that any 
agreements entered into or to 
be entered into must receive the 
approval of the St. Francis 
County Chancery Court."

busily turning out chains and webs of rope and 
cordage—the scene has changed somewhat since 
Longfellow wrote about it in 1854, in his poem, 
"The Ropewalk," but a look around the historic 
Ropewalk at the Boston Naval Shipyard still shows 
why the analogy came to mind. However, al- 
though the ropemakers may have been immortal- 
ized by the poet, present day economic realities 
have brought into sight the probable end of the 
Ropewalk. The Navy has decided to close the 
famous, 137-year-old institution at the end of the 
year. 


The original Ropewalk got its name from the 


1,200-foot walkways down which the ropemakers 


laid out long strands of hemp fibers before twist- 
ing them into rope. That old building is now a 
museum, and ropemaking is carried o« in a newer 
facility across the street, where largely automated 
equipment and nylon fibers are used to produce 
over a million pounds of cordage a year. The 
current mission of the Ropewalk has been "re- 
search, development, testing and production of 
cording." Although the era of sailing vessels and 
their need for miles of rope for riggings is gone, 
the Navy has used ropes for purposes as varied 
as tying duffle bags and anchoring aircraft car- 
riers. Here on this Picture Show page are scenes 
of the Ropewalk's operation—and soon that'll be 
history, too.

nasty little disease. Perhaps 
it will help give you some 
encouragement to know that 
President Eisenhower also 
had regional enteritis, or 
Crohn's disease. He had an 
operation for a complication 
of this disease while he was 
president and after his first 
heart attack. The operation 
was done at Walter Reed and 
well publicized. Afterward 
he was elected to and served 
a second term and lived to 
age 78, finally dying from 
lieart disease—not regional 
enteritis. 
The disease really is an in- 


flammation (itis) of a region 
^regional) of the intestines 
(entrals) hence regional en- 
teritis. The inflammation 
causes a granularlike swell- 
ing that can obstruct the in- 
testine. 


The usual location is at the 


junction of the small intes- 
tine and the colon, in the 
lower right side or in the 
same area as the appendix. 
Other areas can be involved. 
The disturbances it causes 
are similar to appendicitis,

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Bangladesh Refugees Returning

COMILLA, Bangladesh (AP) 


— Burdened with their bundles 
and small children, their black- 
ened cooking pots and oil lamps 
and battered umbrellas, the 
refugees of Bangladesh 
are 


coming home. 


They come in trucks and 


buses, in long processions of bi- 
cycle rickshaws. 


At first, after the surrender 


of the Pakistani army last 
month, only the venturesome 
crossed from India to 
close to the border. 


Now the trickle has become a 


.stream. The Bangladesh gov- 
ernment hopes to have all 10 
million refugees home by April, 
in time to plant next season's 
rice. 


Many return to homes burnt 


or ransacked. Peasant fanners 
have lost their few cattle and 
oxen, fishermen their nets and 
craftsmen their tools. 


At a transit camp in Comilla, 


several thousand refugees res- 
ted among their bundles, await- 
big transport to distant towns 
and villages. They lined up 


homes patiently for packets of cookies, 


cans of fish and milk, and ra- 
tions of rice and molasses. 


There were malaria pills for 


all who needed them but no 
other medical services. 


An International Red Cross 


team arrived from Dacca in 
gleaming white jeeps to assess 
the refugees' health require- 
ments. 


Women with babies balanced 


on their hips gathered their oth- 
er children around them and 
squeezed into crowded buses. 
Their menfolk 
collected tin 


trunks and rush mats and what 
little else they had salvaged 
and piled them precariously 
atop the buses.

More Money 
for Higher 
Education 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A na- 


tional survey shows states are 
pouring more money into high- 
er education, but that most of it 
is going to small colleges rath- 
er than major state univer- 
sities. 


The survey of the National 


Association of State Univer- 
sities and Land Grant Colleges 
released today shows the 50 
states have raised appropria- 
tions to higher education by 24 
per cent in the 1971-72 school 
year. 


But, it shows, of the 94 major 


universities included, 71 re- 
ceived increases less than the 
percentage of increase for the 
state higher education system 
as a whole.

The Army said that millions 


of leaflets have been dropped in 
the countryside and 50,000 post- 
ers have been distributed and 
tacked up in villages and ham- 
lets.

raft that carried her to a wood- 
cutters' camp. 


Juliane Koepcke, the daugh- 


ter of two noted German-born 
ornithologists, was brought to 
the jungle colony of Tourna- 
vista Tuesday by two wood- 
cutters who found her semi- 
conscious, floating down the 
Pachitea River aboard the log 
and vine raft. From there she 
was flown to a U.S. missionary 
center at Pucallpa, 500 miles 
northeast of Lima, and reunited 
with her father. 


Her n^-ilier is missing in the 


crash. 


Juliane's father, Dr. Hans 


Koepcke, and her mother had 
lived in Peru for more than 20 
years and were the leading au- 
thorities on Peruvian birds. 


The girl was reported suffer- 


ing from hunger, exhaustion, 
cuts and bruises,
